1. 3988401 Sepoy Sanjeev Singh, 18 Do«ra 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date ol the award 07 Febrhury, 1998) 

From 07 February to 09 February 1998 Sepoy, Sanjeev 
Singh took part in an operation in the area of village 
Chamrer (Surankot Sector) in Jammu and Kashmir. Sepoy 
Sanjeev Slngb was the scout of the column during the opera¬ 
tion. 

As he approached a stretch oi thick jungle, he,, was fired 
upon by militants injuring him critically. Despite bleeding 
profusely and under intense fire of automatic weapons, Sepoy 
SaDptev Singh crawled, to a vantage point, from where he 
could fire effectively for his platoon to deploy. 

Unmindful of his safety, he rushed forward and pounched 
over, a militant who was firing continuously at the pla-oon 
and killed the rfillitaitt in a ckwe hafia to hand combat. 

Sepoy Sanjeev Singh displayed'' indomitable courage and 
presence of mind in, the face, of militant, fin?. He despite 
being greviously wounded, continued to engage the militants 
thus preventing casualties to his platoon. He expired when 
being evacuated on 27 February 1998, as a bullet lodged in 
his spine could not be removed. 

Sbpoy- Sanjeev. Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry uh- 
paralleled tenacity, devotion to service beyond the call of 
duty and spirit of self sacrifice. 


At 1930 hours Havildar Badri Eal Lunawat noticed four 
persons moving towards them through the darkness. Mistaking 
them as his Commander*® squad. He allowed them to come 
forward hut these persons were actually militants. Due to 
dark night, tire militants also mistook the halting squad to fee 
militants and moved towards them. The first militant ex¬ 
tended his bapd to greet Havildar Badri Lai Lunawat saving 
‘Assalam Walekum’. 

Realizing the mistake, in a flash he pushed the mill' ant 
and simultaneously fired. The leading militants fired back 
injuring him grievously in his left arm. .Despite a profusely 
bleeding gun shot wound, he fired automatic bursts using 
his right arm, injuring (wo fleeing, militants. He then .crawl¬ 
ed ahead fearlessly and jobbed two hand grenades, injuring 
them seriously and vfi'imately resulting in their death. He fell 
unconscious duo to excessive bleeding and exhaustion.

On, 26 March 1998, at 0940 .hours based on actionable 
intelligence that part Of an action group of insurgents was 
hiding opt fit village Paklhafcfi ifi Kokrajhar District of Assam, 
a QttgE Rea9 ion Ci-lm rushed to the hideout; Naik Gee 
Varshese KD waS part of this Quick Reaction Team. 

Seeing the team approach the hideout, five militants ran 
opt. Naik Gee Varghese KD along with two other team 
mempehs rpshed towards two of the militan.s who had taken 
cover and were engaging the team effectively. As he was 
closing in on the militants, Naik Gee Varghese KD was hit 
by a bullet on his left upper thigh. 

Unmindful of the injury and his personal safety, Naik 
Gee Varghese KD in an unparalleled act of valour and cour¬ 
age, .crawled within^ three meters of a militant and shot, b.m 
ip. tfip head, kitUng hup' on. the spot. Before losing conscious- 
nw, fie coutinoed to exhort his team members to complete 
the task. 

During the entire operation Naik Gee Varghese KD despite 
being mortally wounded exhorted his team which resulted 
in the unprecedented killing of five hard core militants and 
recovery of four AK-56 Rjles. akaig witfi ten magazines and 
246 five rounds of ammunition, Naik Gee Varghese KD suc¬ 
cumbed to fils injuries while'being evacuated on 26 March 

Naik Gee Varghese KD displayed valiant act of bravery, 
audicity, unflinching devotion to duty and made the sup¬ 
reme sacrifice white fighting the militants. 

3. 13613888 Havildar Badri Lai Lunawat, 10 Para (SF). 

(Effective date of the award 16 October, 1998) 

Havildar Badri Lai Lunawat was a squad Commander in 
multiple ambushes laid by his team in village Nagmdnnr Dis¬ 
trict Kupwara in Jammu and Kashmir. 

On 16 October 1998', at 1900 hours, the ambushes began 
moving towards the rendezvous, terminating the operation.

On 06 June 1998 at 1930 hours fie was in the Scnfiy bunker 
with an other rank. He observed movement l300 metres away 
from own post. The enemy personnel were moving towards 
the Actual Ground Position line .in, a suspicion? manner. He 
opened fire on them with a Medium Machine Gun and 
dTppped two qf thc enemy personnel, to tfee ground. Jn retalia¬ 
tion the enemy ’started firing 82 mm Mortars and fired appro¬ 
ximately 150 rounds. 

Despite this heavy firing, regardless of his personal Wety, 
he, kept engaging the , enemy post to prevent any kind, of 
movement by the enemy. In this , process he gpt hit by 
Mortar. splinter? through the loophole of the sentry bunker 
arid succumbed to his injuries on the spot. 

Captain Suman, Dasgupta set a. persona! example’of cour¬ 
age, selfless service,'regardless of his personal safety under 
protracted enemy fire.

On hearing the sound of fierce firelight, Lance Naik Ram 
Singh dashed towards the militants and fired upon them to 
effectively cut off their escape route at a very dose range. 
Head Lance Naik Ram Singh not reacted spontaneously 
the militants would have. easily exploited the thick foliage 
and escaped across the line of control. 

The militants reacted with very heavy volume of fire on 
£faii Ram Singh and tried to escape by keeping 
Lance Naik Ram Singhs head down. Unfortunately when 
Lance Naik Ram Singh closed up with the militants, he 
ran out of ammunition. 


(Effective date of the award 06 January, 1998) 

On 06 January 1998, Lance Naik Jaibir Singh was Scout 
No, 2 of the platoon tasked to flush out the militants from 
their jungle hideout in village Ganta. Tehsil Paoni in Jammu 
anil Kashmir. 

When the militants pinned down the platoon from • 
dominating position, posing mortal danger to all, Lance Naik 
Jaibir Singh seized with the gravity of the situation, goaded 
Scout No. 1 to a fire position, who was later struck on his 
bullet proof patka. Left alone in the murderous fire, Lance 
Naik Jaibir Singh with Utter disregard to personal safety 
moved ahead to engage the militants resulting in the mili¬ 
tants vacating their position. Seizing the opportunity. Lance 
Naik Jaibir Singh engaged and killed one militant but in the 
bargain was hit on the back and legs and succumbed to bis 
injuries on 06 January 1998. 

Lance Naik Jaibir Singh displayed a sterling example of 
soldierly conduct, selfless sacrifice and raw personal courage 
in the face of odds. 


He drew out fils Khukri and flung himself at one militant, 
ms gallant charge astounded the militant. Lance Naik Ram 
Singhs Khukri tore .apart the hostile’s stomach killing him 
unhandy. The rare and daring feat of raw courage display- 
ed by Lance Naik Ram Sin^h has been asti-foordina/y in the 
annals of the Indian Army and has immciisly contributed to 
the resounding success of the operation in which six mer¬ 
cenaries were killed and a huge cache of arms, ammunition 
and equipment were recovered.

6 . Major Inderjoet Singh (IC-48640) 34 Rasbtrlya Riles 
(Effective date of the award 03 February. 1998) 

On 03 February 1998 Major Ioderjeet Singh moved his 
company at, midnight to cordon village Chak Dew an 
Lachhmandas in Badgam District, Jammu and Kashmir. 

During the search ho detected an underground stronghold 
of the militants. When probed, tho mfliant# opened Indis¬ 
criminate fire on the search (Urty. Undeterred the officer 
immediately cordoned off the entire group of bouses to two- 
vent the militants escape. At 1330 hours a militant attempt¬ 
ed to escape under cover of heavy fire. Major Inderjeet Smith 
putting his own life at a grave ride of bis life spontaneously 
accoustod him and shot him dead at close quarters. 


(Effective date of the award 18 August, 1997) 


Sukhbir Singh was on the posted strength of 914 DS< 
Platoon attached to HQ C AC (U), AF since 05 Apr 97. 


While on annual leave in his native village Khandasa. 
Gurgaon (Haryana) Sepoy Sukhbir Singh noticed some 
thieves stealing items from the godown of Jaipur Golden 
Transport Company by breaking through the wall. He woke 
up ills four brothers and a neighbour and armed with sticks. 
They all went to the site of the robbery. They surrounded 
the godown of the Transport Company as the thieves tried 
to escape in a Maruti Van. The criminals wero brandishing 
knives and revolvers and warned Sepoy Sukhbir Singh and 
party not to interfere, Undeterred, Sukhbir Singh caught hold 
of the driver of the van. In the ensuing scuffle he was fired 
upon by another person sitting in the rear. The Sepoy 
was hit in the chest and fell to the ground, seriously wounded. 
He succumbed to the injury on the way to the hospital. 

Sepoy Sukhbir Singh displayed valour in engaging the 
criminals with scant regard to his own safety and sacrifice 
his life to save tho property which did not belong to him. 


Another militant, when spotted at 1800 hours in another 
building, engaged the search party with sophisticated gre¬ 
nade launcher and automatic fire. Sensing his desperation 
and the approaching darkness. Major lndorleet Singh exhibit¬ 
ing courage beyond the call of duty, closed in with the 
house with total contempt for tho flying lead. Judging the 
position of the militant accurately he kicked open the door, 
exposing himself perilously, and shot the militant dead in a 
flash with precision. 

Major Inderjeet Singh, thus, led his company bravely and 
brought the operation to a logical and successful conclusion. 


7. Major Syed Ali Usman (IC-46931) 8 Assam Regiment 
(Effective date of the awaid 20 February, 1998) 

On 20 February 1998, based on information about a hideout 
of houses in village Kuwariguri in Bodo dominated belt 
north of Gohpur in Assam, Major Syed Ali Usman planned 
a route along the most difficult approach to ensure cover, 
concealment and maximum surprise. 


4, Shri Nihal Chand Bishnoi, Bikaner, Rajasthan 

^(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of tho ward 3 October 1997) 

On 3-10-1997 some poachers armed wijth modern weapons 
reached village Badnu of District Bikaner and started hunt¬ 
ing deers. They killed six deers by opening fir e . On hear¬ 
ing the sound of gun, Shri Nihal Chand Bishnoi collected 
villagers and tried to stop the poachers. The poachers opened 
fire on the villagers. But Shri Bishnoi did not stop there and 
chased tho poachers who had to ran away leaving the killed 
deers at the site. They also shot at Shri Bishnoi. who got 
seriously wounded from the bullets of the poachers. A 
little later, Shri Bishnoi succumbed to his injuries. 

Shri Nihar Chand Bishnoi thus made the supreme sacrifice 
to hold the Bishnoi tradition to protecting the wild animals 

from poachers. 


As his raid group dosed in at the suspected group of 
bouses. Major Syed Ali Usman ordered for a running cordon 
to be laid. While the cordon was being established, the mill- 
tan's opened fire at the column and tried to make their 
escape. Seeing the militants getting away, the officer with 
his Ak-47 rifle in hip position killed one of them. Subse¬ 
quent operations led to the elimination of another hardcore 
militant and recoveries of Arms and Ammunition. 

Major Syed Ali Usman displayed unparalleled bravery ex¬ 
emplary courage and sterling leadership disregarding threat to 
his personal safety. 


8 , 4177952 Naik Urba Datt, 3 Kumuon (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award 24 February, 1998) 

On 23 February 1998, specific information was received 
that militants tasked for laying Improvised Explosive Device 
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jon a VIP’s convoy were hiding in village Salura, District 
;Srjnagar in Jammu and Kashmir. 

]a cordon was laid around Sofi Mohalla, Salura by 2100 
hours. No move ou L was possible due to tight cordon 
which averted laying Improvised Explosives Devices by Anti 
national elements. Around 1100 hours, while searching the 
la^t outskirt house, Naik Urba Datt detected movement on 
roof top haystack. He fired on the haystack but an'i national 
elements jumped into the Nallah and escaped towards 
Nnmbat forest. 

Naik Urba Datt took initiative, jumped into the Nallah 
having waistdeep water and daringly chased the anti national 
elements who were firing indiscriminately. When Naik Urba 
Dtitt was about ten metres away, anti national elements bid 
I behind the trees, fired at him. Bleeding profusely, risking 
I Illy life Naik. Urba Datt assualted and shot dead one anti 
| nafional element arid injured seriously the second who also 
I succumbed to his Injuries later. The valiant soldier how¬ 
ever succumbed to his own injuries on 24 February 1998. 

(Naik Urba Datt displayed indomitable courage, gallantry, 
anti made supreme sacrifice iit the highest traditions of the 
Itjdlan Army.

On 26 March 1998 at 0940 hours, based on actionable 
intelligence that part of an action group of militants was 
hiding at village Pakrhaga in Kokrajhar District of Assam, 
Major Sugato Sen Officer Commanding ‘C’ Company made a 
quick appreciation and decided to exploit the opportunity. 

Moving in broad^daylight, Major Sugato Sen closer! in 
and cot the hideout cordoned. Five militants rushed o ill of 
a hut firing at his team. Ordering the team to split in two. 
Major Sugato Sen along with two other ranks rushed ’owards 
two insurgents who were firing at ..them with automatic 
weapons. Unmindful o£ his personal safety, he fired and kill¬ 
ed one militant on the spot. Thereafter, he guided and 
exhorted his team to complete the task, providing covering 
fire. 

During the entire operation, Major Sugato Sen. led from 
the front which resulted in the killing of five hard core 
militants and recovery of four AK 56 Rifles along with 
ammunition.

On 04 March 1998 Naik Ram Singh was returning by 
Brahmputra Mail after completion of temporary duty. When 
the train reached Malda Railway Station, 9ome miscreants 
hoarded the train, and started looting the passengers at gun 
rjolnt. 

( , Nqijc Ram Singh, a true soldier could not tolerate this and 
challenged these five/six individuals to prevent his fellow pas¬ 
sengers from being looted. He grappled with the dacoit* 
bravely, with total disregard to his personal safety. 

j Inspite of being outnumbered, he fought single banded I v 
when other co-passengers stood as mute spectators without 
Extending ahv help. He was shot twice bv the miscreants 
and irvspite of being severely wounded continued to fight. 
Seeing his daring act, the Ticket Examiner, gathered courage 
Iran also triid t6 fight the datoits. Together they wire succes- 
fiul in forcelhg the dacoits out of the train at Eklakhl rail¬ 
way station. Naik Ram Singh was evacuated to the Hospital

. )t U, 2110 hours as the party drew near village Radhabari, 
insurgents threw a beam of light on the party and slmultnne- 
3y opco«h he a vy4bg with AK-56 rifles and Light. Machine 


Major Santosh Prabhakar pushed two of Ins men away 
from the beam of light, In doing so he was hit by a burst on 
his shoulder and wns thrown buck. Seriously injured and 
bleeding profusely, he quickly regained his composure and 
began bringing down Are on the insurgents. He ouicklv realis¬ 
ed that his fire was not having any effect on the insurgents 
sijice they were filing from behind a mound. 

Sensing danger and to save his party Major Santosh Prubha- 
kar, unmindful of his wounds, charged toward thp firing tn- 
surgints During this charge of about 20 metres, he got 
burets in bis chest and abdomen but he continued his 
charge and killed one insurgent with point blank fire, His 
bod^ shattered, he then turned .towards the .second insurgent 
bffr f e ii down and was found lying about three metres ahead 
of the dead insurgent,

(Effective dale of the award 15 April, 199&) 

On 07 April 1998, Captain Ganesh Singh Bhandari beiflg 
familiar with the area and the insurgent activities led many 
daring operations in Nagaland. As part of the Quick Reac¬ 
tion Team, he raided a house and recovered nmmunitioM god 
incriminating document* of intelligence value. On the iqiitae 
day, multiple snatch operations were launched by untM^of 
the formation which led to apprehension of fourteen M4 
pecls, Again on 8 April 1998, he personally apprehended 
four hardcore insurgents. On 10 April 1998 without respite, 
he pursued lead after lead provided by the captured insur¬ 
gents, apprehending four hardcore insurgent* in a stnrtfh 
operation through unprotected routes in rentote areas. 

On night of 15 April 1998. he trgckod tJxe presence of 
armed undergrounds in Mokokchung. He immediately led a 
Quick Reaction Team led the CDtry into a suspected home. 
Even as one of the occupants tried to reach out’fbr Ms 
loaded weapon, Captain Ganesh Sindh Hhandnrj pounced,, on 
him and physically overpowered him. In this operation he 
captured foqr hardcore insurgents. 

Captain Ganesh Singh Bhandari, thus, displayed unflinch¬ 
ing bravely, professionalism, immense conMbutioiri beyond 
the call of duty. 

13, 2596054 Sepoy S Alphonse, 2 Madrits (Posthumous) 
(Effective date of the award 15 May 1998) 

Chi 15 May 1998, at 1330 hours, Sepov S Alphonse wa* 
member of a patrol tasked to apprehend militants in Slmnlgurj 
village in Assam. On approaching the village, the patrol 
was engaged bv heavy automatic; fire. The pa'rol closed in 
killing three militants, 1 

Some militants were then noticed running. Sepoy S 
Alphonse led the chase despite frontal fire. As the patrol 
reached village Nalbari, ‘ it encountered heavy .iotomatic fire 
and grenade- attacks from militants hidden in a marshy 
area with chest high elephant grass, The patrol was deployed 
and the ensuing fire fight lasted for over two hours. 

Appreciating that militants would escape in the approach¬ 
ing darkness S?pov S Alphonse crawled tovvyL one of 
the militants from the East, inviting Are 3 nrf gron-stacks. 
Totrl'v unmindful of his personal safety, Sepoy c - Alphonse 
mad’ n charge On one militant artd shot him dead Noticing 
that a second militant was preparing to throw a iwenade at 
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his party Sepoy S Alphonse stood up and charged at him. 
This distracted the militants attention who threw the grenade 
at Sepoy S Alphonse. Sepoy S Alphon.se though f;.‘a]!y 
wounded, shot at the militant, injuring him. The brave 
soldier succumbed to his injuries on 15 May 98. 

The operation resulted in killing of five militants and 
recovery of Rifles, along with a largo quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion and equipment. 

Sepoy S Alphonse thus, displayed cold courage, dogged 
determination and utter disregard for personal safety in 
saving the life of his comrade and made the supreme sacrifice. 


on the banks of Khordak River in Bishenpur District. Mani¬ 
pur. 

After negotiating through marsh ridden route of 5 kilo¬ 
meters the team reached the target. Just 30 meters from the 
hideout it came under heavy small arms automatic and 
grenade launcher fire. .After a few minutes there was sudden 
lull in the insuigent’s fire. 

Rifleman Amar Bahddur Guru rig alongwith his buddy 
giving a war cry “Ayo Gorkhali", physically assaulted the 
hideout. Three aimed insurgents in the verandah opposed 
the assault. 


14. Major Neeraj Sood (IC-53228) 6 Kumaon 

(Effective date of award 18 May 1998) 

On the night of 17 May 98, Major Neerai Sood led an 
ambush party. He sited the ambush on the approaches lo the 
villages Purani Bhergaon in Assam in two outhouses with 
great tactical acumen. 

At about 0730 hours, on 18 May 98, the Look Out man 
informed Major Neeraj Sood that four armed militants were 
approaching the site. Ambush party allowed them to enter 
the killing area and sprung into action. One militant was 
killed on the spot_but the other three militants took filing 
positions and opened heavy automatic fire and threw grenades. 

Undeterred by the intense engagement, Major Neerai Sood 
personally led his small group in the open to engage the 
fleeing militants. As he was trying to manoeuvre his croup, 
one of the militant ran across, directly fired at Major Neerai 
Sood and jumped into a nearby pond to escape. Major 
Neeraj SOod asked his group to take cover and rushed alone 
with utter disregard to his personal safety and killed the 
militant. 

Major Neerai Sood. thus, made painstaking efforts to 
build a reliable intelligence network, outstanding tactical 
acumen and a very high standard of demonstrative and inspir¬ 
ing leadership exhibited in the face of heavy fire. 


15. Captain Sukhvinder Singh Dhaliwal (1C-53J30) 5/5 
Gorkha Rifles (Frontier Force) 

(Effective date of award 22 May 1998) 

On 22 May 1998, Captain Sukhvinder Singh Dhaliwal. was 
Commander of a team during a raid on a hideout of insur¬ 
gents on banks of Khordak River in Bishenpur District in 

Manipur. 


On entering the compound of (he hideout, the officer 
shot dead two insurgents. Rifleman Amar Bahadur Gurung. 
finding his rifle magazine empty, swiftly drew his khukri 
and with utter disregard to his personal safety physically 
assaulted one of the armed insurgents and killed him. He 
then changed his magazine and entered the hideout with the 
officer. 

Rifleman Amar Bahadur Gurung, thus, displayed gallantry 
in the face of heavy odds and direct insurgents's fire. 


17. 3385328 Havildar Gurmit Singh, 2 Sikh 

(Effective date of the award 25 May 19983 


On ”>5 May 98 on specific information a seek and -destroy 
mission of which Havildar Gurmit Singh was a part, was 
exccii'ed in village Jhalas of Rajouri district in Jammu and 
Kashmir, 

In a swift and lightening move the cordon was established. 
On being challenged the militants opened heavy fire from in¬ 
side a house. While own troops kept the militants engaged, 
Havildar Gurmit Singh unmindful of the fling bullets ctawled 
upto the target house and finding a window, let loose a 
burst of AK-47. The militants panicked and tried to escape. 

Anticipating their move, Havildar Gurmit Singh with a 
comrade quickly prepositioned and as the Anti National Ele- 
merits emerged, without caring for his 
Gurmit Singh spitting fire charged onto the. astoffished Anti 
National Elements. A fierce close quarter battle ensured in 
which Havildar Gurmit Singh single handedly killed both 
the militants. Two rifles AKT*56, a radio set and large 
Quantity of ammunition were recovered. 


Havildar Gurmit Singh, thus, displayed gallantry of an 
exceptional Older in the face of the militant fire with utter 
disregard lo personel safety. 


At 0010 hours after reaching the dcbtiss/tig point the 
officer ltd his teams cross-country through marsh ridden 
route,of 5 kilometres to the target. On nearing the target 
he deployed J1 mm Mortar detachment for fire support and 
sent one team to a flank for fire support cum cut off. 

Just 30 Imstres from the hideout Captain Sukhvinder 
Sngh Dhaliwal’s team came under heavy grenade launcher 
fire. Realising any delay would result in escape of insur¬ 
gents, the officer gave a war cry “Ayo Gorkhali” and led 
aE;aul! on to the hideout. Three armed insurgents in veran¬ 
dah opposed him. The officer personally shot at and killed 
two insurgents. The officer then entered the hideout As 
he approached, one insurgent leapt out with rifle AK-56 in 
hand. Captain Sltkhwinder Singh Dhaliwal remained claim 
and With nerves of steel shot dead the insurgent at close 
quarters. 

Subsequent search led to reeover’/jot- a large number of 
arms, ammunition and mcriminating ’tflleUments. The raid led 
to destruction of a major hideout of insurgents. 

Captain SulchwirKfeb Singh Dhoiliwal displayed resolute jj 
leadrcship, courage and breavery of a very high ordei.

/Effective date of the award 22 May 1998) 

On 22 May 1998 Rifleman Amar Bahadur Gu.-une was 
buddy of an officer during a raid on a hideout of insurgents 


18. 124204 Rifleman Ashok Kumar Jena, 

12, Assam Rifles. 

(Fffective date of the award 11 June, 1998) 

On 1! June 1998 Rifleman Ashok Kumar lena participated 
in a joint operation in the insurgency ridden area of Traphal 
valley in Manipur. 

Rifleman Ashok Kuma Jam formed part of the coloumn 
which was diverted to intercept the move of bostiles in a 
Gypsy. Despite three days of continuous operations, Rifle¬ 
man Ashok Kumar Jena navigated the move of his column 
over a difficult terrain negotiating high features with resolute¬ 
ness and skill. 

On arrival at the site Rifleman Ashok Kumar Jena formed 
part of reserve party of the ambush. At about 1900 hours a 
speeding Gypsy got stuck in the slush amidst the ambush site 
and its occupants jumped of and opened fire. 

Unfazed by the heavy firing, Rifleman Ashok Kumar Jena 
ferociously charged at the fleeing insurgents and knocked 
them off from close quarters. The spectacular operation re- 
, suited in the killing of seven hardcore insurgents besides 
1 recovery of arms and ammunition. 

Rifleman Ashok Kumar Jena, thus, displayed exceptional 
a acts of bravery beyond the call of duty and aggressive spirit 
(in the face of heavy hostile fire regardless of the great peril to 
*his life. 
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19. Assistant Commandant Vazir Singh, 

(AR-196), , 

12, Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award 13 June, 1998) 

Assistant Commandant Vazir Singh is the Company Com¬ 
mander of 'a unit which is actively engaged in combating in¬ 
surgency in the very sensitive area of Imphal in Manipur. 
A robust, highly motivated officer, he has consistently dis¬ 
played outstanding combat leadership in several encounters 
with hostiles, always emerging victorious without a single 
casualty to own troops. 

On 13 Jun 1998 aftei 72 hours of combing operations in 
the hazardous mountains, electronic intercept revealed the 
move of hostiles on the road PUKHAO - SAGOLMANG in 
Imphal. Assistant Commandant Vazir Singh tactfully laid 
an ambush. Early Warning System and leading from the 
front inspired his men to remain steadfast. 

A gypsy rushed and tried to turn amidst the ambush site 
while its occrmants jumped off and opened Are. A heavy 
exchange of fire ensued and the hostiles tried to flee but 
wore put in checkmate. Regardless of the great peril to his 
life Assistant Commandant Vazir Singh boldly charged with a 
lethal brush of Are delivering the coup de gracy to the 
hostiles. As a result total of seven militants were killed 
and a large quantity of arms/ammumtiou and equipment re¬ 
covered in the operation. 

Assistant Commandant Vazir Singh, thus, displayed excep¬ 
tional acts of bravery beyond the cuil of duty and outstanding 
leadership in the face of heavy hostile fire. 


20. 9422J00 Paratropper Lai Bahadur Tamang, 

9, Para (Special Forces). 

(Effective date of the award 16 June 1998) 

On 14—17 June 1998 Paratrooper La) Bahadur Tamang 
was the leading scout of A five men squad during operations 
conducted in Haphrude forests in Jammu and Kashmir. 
The squad was tasked on a 72 hours search and destroy 
mission in this area. 

After two days in the jungle on 16 June 1998, Paratroo¬ 
per Lai Bahadur Tamang picked up a trail and over the next 
three hours carefully followed the militant tracks. At 
around 1400 hours he led the squad to .within 60 metres of a 
militant hideout in the jungle. Leaving the squad under 
cover to give him covering fire., he stealthily moved for¬ 
ward to conduct close surveillance. For the next two hours, 
he nlongwith an Officer kept observing two armed militants 
preparing a hide. 

At around 1600 hours, when the militants were prepar¬ 
ing to move out, he quietly closed to within 8 metres of 
the militants, When (he officer tossed in the grenades, two 
militants came charging out, firing. Paratrooper Lai 
Bahadur Tamang spontaneously charged at the militants, with 
his Khukri, and in a swift physical ussauli beheaded both of 
them. 

Paratrooper Lai Bahadur Tamang, thus, displayed law 
courage, battlecraft skills and rare commderic while fieht- 
ing the militants. 


21. Major Rohit Sharma (IC-46716) 

8 , Jammu & Kashmir Light Infantry 
(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award 17 June, 1098) 

On 17 June 1998 an encounter with the militants took 
place at Tirchnl, District Poonch in Jammu and Kashmir as a 
surprise raid operation. 

Around 1300 hours presence of three harcore militants 
in the village was revealed hy own source. A column wa*- 
tasked to launch the openibon Major Rohit Shnrm.i volun¬ 
teered to lead and launched an operation to flush out the 
militants from suspected DHOKS. 


Soon the place was engulfed by heavy exchange of fire in¬ 
cluding use of grenades by the militants. Rear side of 
the house overlooking a thickly vegetated Nallah remained 
a possible escape route. Sensing this. Major Rollit Strain!a 
regardless of his own safety crawled close to the house, 
smashed a window and fired at the militant* killing one. His 
■ ,-cond burst of fire coincided with the one from the second 
militant. Though the militant wn, killed, the gallant officer 
was also fatally wounded and died on the spot A grenade 
lobbed by the officer while falling set the house on fire which 
forced the third militant out of the house where he was 
killed. 

Major Rohit Sharma, thus, displayed keen tectical acumen 
courage and bravery of highest order. 

22. Major Syed Sibatul Hassan Rizvi, 
tlC-51124), 3 Kumaon. 

(Effective date of the award 21 June, 1998) 

Hailing from the Jammu and Kashmir valley proper. 
Major Syed Sibatul Hassun Rizw has been disregarding con¬ 
stant threat from militants to the lives of his family member* 
and hinwelf he was responsible for u chain of successful,ope¬ 
rations. 

Op-rating under a pseudonym, Major Syed Sibatul Haaian 
Rizvi established an effective intelligence network und pene¬ 
trated the formidable and otherwise impregnable security wall 
mound militants. He was specifically responsible for action¬ 
able intelligence for two major operations wherein tep most 
wanted militants were eliminated. 

On 07 August 1997, the officer suffered severe gunshot 
injuries from the militant guns. Hospitalised and immobl- 
liged for a while, Major Syed Sibatul Hassan Rizvi bounced 
hack combating militancy with renewed vigour and resolve. 
Once again on 25 January 97 the officer* tracked down four 
militants responsible for the infamous Wandhama killings. 

On 21 June 1998 Major Syed Sibatul Hassan Rizvi led 
troops at Seikhpura Mobnlla in District Srinagar. Fully 
prepared to maket the supreme sacrifice, the officer closed in 
in the the face of effective Anti National Elements fire on 
his men. He sustained severe gunshot wounds on left shoul¬ 
der. Profusely bleeding, disregarding the tewing pain, he 
charegd on resolutely and in a memorable close combat killed 
the militant single handedly. Unwilling to leave his men 
still engaed in action, the officer was forcibly evacuated 
to the hospital. , 

Major Syed Sibatul ifassaji Rizvi, thus, displayed gallantry 
and unflinching loyalty while fighting the militants.

On 28 June 1998 at 0730 hours, an ambush party observed 
movement of a few militants in Machlial Sector in Kup- 
wars District in Jammu and Kasnmir. Immediately the 
complete area was cordoned. Lance Naik Narinder Singh 
was part of a search party. 

The search party established contact will] militans. Lance 
Naik Narinder Singh was wopqded at the first instance. Yet 
he crawled behind a boulder and engaged a militant, who 
was hiding behind a tree trunk killing him on the spot 
The other militants kept firing and hurled grenades on search 
party injuring three other ranks. 

Showing utter disregard to his personal safety Lance Naik 
Narinder Singh kept firing from his rifle. Although bleeding 
profusely he managed to lob two grenades, Enter on 
another militant was found dead at the site. During the 
above operation Lance Naik Narinder Singh exhibited con* 
spicuous bravery in the face of militants and laid down his 
life for the notion on 28 June 1998. 

Lance Naik Narinder Singh, thus, displayed valour in 
the face of militants and made the supreme sacrifice.

On 25-26 July 1998 Havildar Jagmohan Singh was the 
squad commander of a troop which was conducting a search 
and destroy mission in general area Bari Bhaik, Surankot dis¬ 
trict in Jammu and Kashmir. 

Havildar Jagmohan Singh's Squad while approaching the 
target area of Bari Bhaik was fired upon by the militants 
from inside a dhok. Havildar Jagmohan Singh closed in 
which the militants under heavy fire and deployed his squad 
to cut off all escape routes. 

The fire fight with the militants whs on for about three 
hours and their fire was becoming more and more effective, 
Havildar Jagmohan Singh realising that drastic action was re¬ 
quired of him to prevent his squad from being decimated, 
rose to the occasion undaunted by the hail of militant fire. 
He in an act of conspicuouos gallantry charged into the 
militant dhok lobbying grenades and firing. His net of dare- 
delivery stunned the trapped militants and resulted in the 
killing of five top ranking militants. 

Havildar Jagmohan Singh displayed gallantry and courage 
with total disregard to his personal safely.

Captain Karim Kumar was 
deployed as part of cordon around the cottage. At 2115 
hoiips militants attempted breaking through his cordon. 

Displaying, exemplary courage the office nlongwith his 
radio operator engaged militants in a fierce firelight at extre¬ 
mely Close range. The officer shot down on militant. Simul¬ 
taneously the office was shot at by another militant from a 
distance of approximately five meters. 

Despite having sustained grave injury the officer charged 
at the militant firing from hip and killed the militant. The 
militant before dying threw a grenade at the officer which 
killed both the officer and his radio operator. 

Exceptional courage and undanuted bravery by the officer 
prevented route of escape to militants, thereby resulting in 


Suddently, the shelling was resumed fiom across the Line 
of Control. When Pioneer Chunnu Tudu was barely 50 
meters away from the bunker, he had a glimpse of a shell 
coming in the direction of their bunkers. Sensing the 
danger. Pioneer Chunnu Tudu raised an alarm and asked ail 
personnel, who were coming out of the bunkers, to get back 
inside their bunkers. In utter disregard to bis own safety, ha 
was above the convey his message ot nio.-.t of the personnel to 
move back to safety. However in the meantime another 
sheel fell close to him thereby killing him on the spot. It 
was due to his presence of mind and quick response that 
large numer of causalties were averted. 

Pioneer Chunnu Tudu, thus, displayed highest order of 
devotion to duty, with utter disregard to his personal safety,

Six foreign militants came out from a house and started 
indiscriminate fire, Ass'stanl Commandant Ashok Kumar 
Rana after ensuring the safety of the villagers launched n 
counter attack against the firing militants lending bis party 
from the front and gunned down two hard core foreign mer¬ 
cenaries. 

When the officer aimed to kill the other militants, his 
weapon misfiied and taking advantage of 1 his situation, mili¬ 
tants opened a volley of tire. Despite a burst of four rounds 
having mortally wounded him, he exhorted and directed his 
troop* to take covering position and fire at the militants. 

As a result of his unrelenting, attitude and judicious direc¬ 
tions to his troops, five hard core militants were killed and a 
huge quantity of arms, ammunitions, wireless sets, training 
precis and other intelligence value materials were recovered. 

Assistant Commandant Ashok Kumar Ri.n.i, thus, displayed 
firm determination and bravery in the face of intense fire with 
utter disregard to his personal safety and made the supreme 
sacrifice.
